INDUSTRIAL DIRECTORY 


The Alabama State Chamber of 
Commerce in response to a long 
felt need has published an indus- 
trial directory of the State of Ala- 
bama complete and comprehensive, 

When the State Chamber inau- 
gurated its program — several 
months ago, it realized that one 
of its most important functions 
would be a thorough study of the 


}State with a view to sataloging 


this information properly in order 
that plans for future development 
might be intelligently based upon 
full knowledge of existing condi- 
tions in the State, With this in 
mind, a county by county survey 
was made, and now is published 
the first complete directory of in- 
dustrial and mining’ operations 
that has ever been compiled. 

Local chambers of cemmerce 
throughout Alabama have long 
had demands made upon them for 
a list of industries operating in 
the State, Since the State Cham- 
ber of Commerce has been in ex- 
istence the requests received for 
a list of Alabama industries have 
more than doubled requests for 
any other specific information, 

It is believed that the industrial 
directory will serve a three-fold 
purpose, First, it will enable those 
who are directing the future in- 
dustrial development of the State 
to do so more comprehensively 
through first hand knowledge of 
present developments. Second, it 
will serve to acquaint the people 
of Alabama with their own State, 
the existing industries, and prod- 
ucts manufactured, thereby stimu- 
lating pride in and appreciation 
for these industries, encouraging 
& more general use and distribu- 
tion of their products in local State 
markets. Third, it will be of 
value for distribution outside of 
the State as a means of inducing 
other business and industry to lo- 
cate in Alabama by giving those 
contemplating operations a_ pic- 
ture of the development already 
here, raw materials available and 
products manufactured. 

A loose leaf card index file will 
be maintained in the State Cham- 
ber office on every firm listed in 
the directory. And the public is 
asked to cooperate with the Cham- 
ber in keeping the directory cur- 
rect and up-to-date by calling at- 
tention to any omissions or im- 
proper listing which may occur in 
the directory, also future additions. 

Division five, indexed according 
to products, will doubtless surprise 
the average citizen by some of 
the types of products shown as 
now being manufactured in the 
State. It also reveals a great di- 
versification of industry and the 
fact that many important prod- 
ucts have only recently been manu- 
factured in Alabama. 

Division one contains an alpha- 
betical list of manufacturing in- 
dustries with their locations and 
products; division two, list of min- 
ing companies; division three, 
newspapers; division four, alpha- 
betical list of Alabama’s 67 coun- 
ties showing the industries and 
mines located in each county. 

There are some 1,800 companies 
listed in this directory employing 
more than 120,000 people, manu- 
facturing and mining products, 
which enrich the State annually 
by $400,000,000.

EMMANUEL OF ITALY 
TAKES THINGS EASY 


Coin Collecting and Agri- 
culture Occupy Time. 


Rome, Italy.—Completely liberat- 
ed from many onerous government 
duties which are now ‘jealously 
guarded by Benito Mussolini and 
his lieutenants, King Victor Em- 
manuel divides his spare time be- 
tween his coin collection and agri- 
culture, 

A passionate numismatist, the 
king’s coin collection is said to be 
one of the most complete and rich- 
est of the continent. Coins pour 
into the Quirinal from faithful Ttal- 
inns scattered in all corners of the 
world, 

Since the advent of fascism agri- 
culture has caught the king's fancy. 
The Mussolinian slogan, “Back to 
the Earth,’ is respectfully observed 
by the Italian ruler, 


Shortly after the World war King 
Victor Emmanuel donated a large 
part of his private property to needy 
war veterans. He now possesses 
three large estates: Castelporziano, 
in the picturesque Roman Campag- 
na; Tombolo, in fertile Tuscany, 
and his favorite estate of San Ros- 
sore, attached to the summer villa 
of the royal house of Savoy. 

Studies Summer Plants. 

The royal estate of Castelporziano 

is famous throughout Europe for its 


| excellent hunting preserves, Its 12,- 


000 acres overlook the Tyrrhe- 
nian coastline, Seven thousand acres 
are covered with thick woods, prin- 
cipally pine trees. A small section 
of the estate is dedicated to an ex- 
perimental center for the study and 
growth of summer plants and flow- 
ers. Queen Helen supervises work 
here. The rest of the estate only 
recently had been dedicated to the 
production of first quality wheat. 


The wheat fields are under the 
direct control of Sen, Nazzareno 
Strampelli, a master mind in wheat 
problems, whose studies and works 
are carefully followed in Canada, 


—— 


Australia and Argentina. 

The Castelporziano estate of his 
majesty now produces 75,000 quin- 
tals of excellent wheat a year, 

The Tombolo estate, belonging to 
the prince of Savoy for centuries, 
was a boggy waste of marsh lands 
before King Victor took to agricul- 
ture. Its 3,000 acres were reclaimed 
quickly. The reclaimed land now 
has a regular output of two and a 
half quintals of sugar beets per 


| acre, a notable contribution to the 


nation’s autarchy promoted by 
Premier Mussolini. 
Vineyards Also Rich. 

Its rich vineyards produce excel- 
lent wine for his majesty's table. 

The king's pet estate is San Ros- 
sore. He spends his summer vaca- 
tions there with the royal family, A 
fertile forest produces excellent 
lumber while large flelds yield rich 
wheat, maize, sugar beets and 
grapes. 

Following the footsteps of his fa- 
ther, Crown Prince Humbert also is 
showing increasing interest in agri- 
culture. 

Following his marriage to Prin- 
cess Marie-Jose of Belgiurn in 1930, 
the king donated to his only son the 
royal castle of Racconigi, in Pied- 
mont, famous for its beautiful gar- 
dens. 

In 1935, when 52 nations enforced 
sanctions upon Italy for having in- 
vaded Ethiopia, Prince Humbert or- 
dered the ornamental parks of Rac- 
conigi to be transformed into wheat 
fields.

Wooden Salt Mortar Is 


Prize Relic of Druggist 
Eaton Rapids, Mich. — A prized 
relic from old England now belong- 
ing to Harry G. Heaton, Eaton Rap- 
ids druggist, is a wooden salt mor- 
tar more than 300 years old. It 
was made by a Heaton ancestor in 
1616 and, with documents explain- 
ing its history, handed down from 
father to son. Although the papers 
have been lost, the story is remem- 
bered by Mr. Heaton’'s father, Hen- 
ry G. Heaton, of Carson City, Mich. 
In 1616 a hard maple tree on 
John Heaton'’s homestead in Eng- 
land blew down during a storm. 
From the wood of this tree he made 
utensils of all sorts, including the 
mortar and pestle which he con- 
sidered his masterpiece. It stands 
eight and one-half inches high, with 
a base four and one-half inches in 
diameter, and it measures five and 
one-half inches in diameter at its 
largest circumference, 

No stain or other finish was ever 
put on the wood, Mr, Heaton says, 
but age and use have so polished 
and darkened it that it looks like 
finished walnut.

Ames, Iowa.—Contrary to popular 
belief, a few potatoes more or less 
in the daily diet will have no effect 
on the waistline, according to Miss 
Ruth Cessna, nutritionist at Iowa

He 
went right on to the auditorium 
and started to speak and kept on 
speaking until he almost collapsed 
from loss of blood. Then he was 
rushed to the hospital. 

He never smoked, he _ never 
swore, and about the only drink- 
ing he ever did was to take a 
teaspoonful of brandy, on rare oc- 
casions, in a milkshake at night. 
He didn't even know there was 
any brandy in the milkshake until 
his valet told him ahout it; yet 
he was called a hard drinker so 
often that he finally had to bring 
a libel suit to stop the slander. 


Busy as he was, he found time 
to read hundreds and hundreds of 
books while he was in the White 
House, He would often have the 
entire forenoon packed tight with 
a series of five-minute interviews; 
but he kept a book by his side to 
utilize even the few spare seconds 
that elapsed between his callers, 
Despite crowded hours, he had 
many hobbies, 

He loved music, but he couldn’t 
carry a tune himself. While he 
was working alone, he often tried 
te sing Nearer My God To Thee. 
Once he rode through the streets 
of a western town, tipping his hat 
to the cheering throngs, and all 
the while he kept singing to him- 
self Nearer My God To Thee, 

On a train trip through the 
West at one time, he was talking 
to a group of executives in his 
private car. Suddenly he saw a 
farmer standing in his corn field 
beside the tracks, with his hat off. 
Roosevelt knew the man was pay- 
ing his respects to the President 
of the United States; so he jump- 
ed up, rushed to the rear plat- 
form, and waved his hat furiously.

ISSUED ALABAMA FARMERS 


AUBURN, Ala,-Dr. J, N. Bak- 
er, Alabama State Health Officer, 
Montgomery, warns hunters and 


jfarmers to beware of tularemia, 


or rabbit fever. 
“Although tularemia is found 
in, and transmitted by raccoons, 


;Opossums, and other rodents, the 


wild vabbit is regarded as by far 
the main course of human infee- 
tion,’ he says, ‘Aparently, do- 
mestic rabbits, raised in rabbitries, 
are entirely safe from this point 
of view." 

The disease is usually transmit- 
ted to humans through the handl- 
ing of infected rabbit carcasses, 
the eating of infected rabbit meat 
that has not been properly cooked, 
and exposure of the human skin to 
the bite of the infectious insects, 
such as rabbit tick, wood tick, 
leer fly or horsefly, ‘The vast 


;majority of the cases are the re- 


wit of skinning and cleaning wild 
‘abbits,” he says, 

Dr. Baker advises that those 
who handle wild rabbitst can shoot 
and dress these animals in perfect 
safety, as far as tularemia is con- 
eerned, if they will be careful to 
*heerve these simnle nrecautions: 

1, Use discrimination in shoot- 
ine noor, weak rabbits.
